In the form of three confidential ta: 
egrams from M. Sazanoff, then Rus- 
sian foreign minister, to the Russian 
ambassadors in Paris and London, 
they reveal that early in 1915 the Brit- 
ish and French governments agreed to 
the annexation by Ruasia of the Dar- 
danelles and Constantinople, with ‘the 
protection of British economic and po- 
litical interests, in return for which 
Russia was to assist in the British 
campaign on Gallipoli. 


France to Fix Frontier. | 


The holy Moslem places, it was pro- 
posed, should be made independent of 
Turkish rule, a neutral zone of Persia 
was to be created in the British sphere 
of influence, and other Persian -dis- 
tricts and parts of northern Afghanis- 
tan were to be secured for Russia. _ 

The documents also reveal a Rus- 
sian agreement to allow France and 
Britain complete freedom in drawing 
up the western frontiers of Germany 
and Austria after the war, and called 
for the exclusion of the Polish ques- 
tion from international discussion. Ex- 
change of views among Russia, Brit- 
ain, and Japan in regard to forcing 
Germany out of Chinese markets was 
likewise proposed. 


Agree as to Constantinople. 

The first telegram from Petrograd to 

the ambassador in Paris, dated March 
5, 1915, No. 1226, follows: 
“On Feb, 23 the French ambassador 
on behalf of his government announced 
to me that France is prepared to take 
up the most favorable attitude in the 
matter of the realization of our desires 
as set out in my telegram to you. No. 
937, in respect to the straits and Con- 
stantinople, for which I charged you to 
tender Delcassé my gratitude. In his 
conversations with you Delcassé had 
previously more than once given his as- 
surance that we could rely on the 
sympathy of France and only referred 
to the need of elucidating the ques- 
tion of the attitude of England, from 
which he feared some objections before 
he could give us more definite assur- 
ance in the above sense. 

“Now the British government hes 
given complete consent in writing to 
the annexation by Russia 6f the Straits 
and Constantinople within the Himits in” 
dicated by us and demanded only as- 
surance for its economic interests and 
a similar benevolent attitude on our 
part toward the political aspirations of 
England in other parts. For me per-

The second telegram ‘to the Russian 
ambassader in London, dated March 
7, 1915, number 1265, reads: _—_. 

“Referring to the: memorandum. of 
the British government (embassy) here, 
will you please express to Lord Grey 
the profound gratitude of the Imperial 
government for the complete and final 
assent of Great Britain to the solution 
of the question of the Straits and Con- 
stantinople in accordance with Russta’s 
desires. The Imperial government fully 
appreciates the sentir nts of ‘the Brit- 
ish government and feels certain the 


ship between Russia and Great Britain. 

“Having already given its promise 
respecting the conditions of trade in 
the Straits and Constantinople the im- 
perial government sees no objection to 
confirming its assent to the establish- 
ment of free transit through Constan- 
tinople for all goods not proceeding 
from or proceeding to Russia and to 


merchant vessels. In order to facili- 
tate the breaking through of the Dar- 
danelles undertaken by the allies the 
imperial government is prepared to co- 
operate tn inducing those states whose 
help is considered useful by Great 
Britain and France to join in the un- 
dertaking on reasonable terms. 


Consider Fate of Sultan. 


“The imperial government complete- 
ly shares the view of the British gov- 


‘ernment that Holy Moslem places 


must also in the future remain under 
an independent Moslem rule. It is 
desirable to elucidate at once whether 
it is contemplated to leave those places 
under the rule of Turkey, the Sultan 
retaining the title of Caliph, or to cre- 
ate new independent states, since the 
imperial government would only be 
able to formulate its desires in accord- 
ance with one or the other of these as- 
sumptions. 

“On its part the imperial govern- 
ment would regard the separation of 
the caliphate from Turkey as very de- 
sirable. Of course the freedom of the 
pilgrimage must be completely secured. 

“The imperial government confirms 
its assents to the inclusion of a neu- 
tral zone of Persia in the British 
sphere of influence. At the same time, 
however, it regards it just to stipulate 
that the districts adjoining the cities 
of Ispahana and Yezd, forming with 
them one inseparable whole, should 
be secured for Russia in view of Rus- 
sian interests which have arisen there.

But sordid as the surroundings 
are, the power which today is the only 
actual power in Russia has here got its 
foreign service to functioning more ef- 
fectively than in any. other Huropean 
capital. : 

The representative to whom this 
power has delegated the control of Rus- 
sia’s Scandinavian affairs is called 
neither ambassador nor minister but 
envoy: He is in a curious position; so 
is M. Goulekevich. Envoy Woroveky— 
better known by his pen name of Or. 
lovsky—its not recognized by the 
Swedish government, but nobody can 
enter Russia from Sweden without his 


visé. 
Paradoxical Conditions. 

Minister Goulekevich, on the other 
hand, is not recognized by the present 
Russian government, but anything 
‘Sweden has to say to Russia must be 
said to him. The contrasts go further. 

Goulekevich’s legation oygriooks 
Strandvaegen, Stockholm’s most fash- 
ionable -promenade. He has a marble 
entresol, anterooms, tapestried drawing 
rooms, liveried servants, and soft stép- 
ping secretaries who purr in Russian 
to him and in French to guests. 

Envoy Worovsky has a three room 
flat, a wife, and some young Russian 
Jews as volunteer clerks. 

These contrasts epitomize all the 
topsy-turvyism of the last Russian 
revolution. One more fronical sidelight 
—Worovsky is looking for a bigger flat 
while Goulekevich is negotiating a loan 


for servants’ wages. 


Diplomacy Not Play.

—in connection with the work of the 
commission for relief in Belgium. to 
spend several months at the great

It was an enforced op-| 
portunity to see something of German 
practice in the treatment of a con- 
quered people, part of whom (the

The “Punished” Towns. 

As chief representative for the com-

of less note but skilled in some branch 
of art, science, or literature. 

These eminent men and women ep- 
tered enthusiastically into the plans 
and schemes of Owen and were of 
great assistance in the work of organ- 
ization. But with them came also 
many irresponsibles, cranks, we would 
call them, each with his erratic notion 
of how things should be done. More- 
over, Robert Owen was away much of 
the time lecturing, leaving the man- 
agement of the community to his sons. 

As a consequence the community in 
time went to pieces and the beautiful 
socialistic dream was shattered. In 
“Seth Way” the hero is a prominent 
merhber of the community and 1s rep- 
résented as telling his.own story. Mod- 
estly-and with no attempt to conceal 
his own defects he relates his own ex- 
periences in. love and other matters, 
and in so doing he largely tells the 
story of New Harmony itself.
